The  Art  Exhibit  of  twenty -four  pic¬ 
tures  -which  will  bo  here  from  Tuesday, 
January  24,  to  February  2,  is  loaned 
through  the  American  Federation  of 
Arts  a  national  organization.  The  valuo 
of  the  exhibit  is  $22,000.  It  was  assem¬ 
bled  in  New  York  city  this  fall  and  has 
shown  in  only  four  places,  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Washington,  University  of  S. 
Dakota,  University  of  Montana,  and 
comes  to  us  from  the  University  of 
Nebraska. 

The  pictures  represent  artists  who, 
without  exception,  have  bad  their  works 
bought  for  important  museums  of  this 
country.  Many  are  members  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Academy  of  Design'  and  have  re¬ 
ceived  awards  from  it  and  in  Paris 
Salons.  Three  of  the  painters  E.  Irvin 
Couse,  Arthur  Metzlor,  and  I?.  E.  Miller 
were  chosen  by  the  capitol  commission 
commission  to  paint  pictures  for  the 
Missouri  Capitol.  E.  Irving  Couse  who 
is  known  for  his  Indian  pictures  and 
J.  Connoway,  Marine  painter,  have  had 
pictures  in  exhibits  here  before  and 
yero  favorites. 

All  of  the  artists  are  Americans  al¬ 
though  some  of  them  have  been  natural¬ 
ized  and  were  formerly  from  Russia, 
Hungary,  Sweden,  and  other  foreign 
countries.  The  youngest  artist  is  thir¬ 
ty  and  the  oldest  over  seventy. 

Tlio  pictures  are  for  sale.  At  n  sim¬ 
ilar  exhibit  in  Topeka,  Kansas,  the 
townspeople  purchased  two  $1,000  pic¬ 
tures  for  Washburn  College. 

This  exhibit  will  be  of  especial  in¬ 
terest  to  Miss  DoLuec.  Albert  Groll, 
one  of  .the  artists  represented  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Academy  and  had 
a  studio  adjoining  the  studio  of  Miss 
DeLuce’s  father.  Sho  also  personally 
knows  Ben  Foster  and  Charles  Warren 
Eton  who  have  pictures  in  the  exhibit. 

The  College  Art  Club  is  to  have  charg 
of  the  social  arrangements.  .  The  Con" 
servatory  of  Music  will  furnish  the 
music.  There  will  be  a  private  view 
Monday  afternoon  from  three  to  five 
for  the  College  faculty  and  their  wives. 
The  orchestra  from  the  Conservatory 
of  Music  will  play  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Hickernell.

Church  Training 
Cure  for  Crime 
Judge  Tells  Y.M. 


In  31  Years  as  Lawyer  and  Judge,  John 
W.  Dawson  Finds  Religious  Training 
Reduces,  Crime. 


That  reduction  of  crime  can  only  come 
about  through  religious  training,  correct 
legislation,  and  the  awakening  of  pub¬ 
lic  sent.iment  was  the  keynote  of  tlio 
talk  given  by  Judge  John  W.  Dawson 
to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Tuesday  night. 

Mr.  Dawson  has  for  31  years  been  a 
lawyer  and  judge  on  the  bench  -during 
which  time  lie  has  had  an  opportunity 
to  study'  carefully  law  enforcement  and 
and  crime.  Speaking  of  proper  training 
of  children  Mr.  Dawson  said,  “In  al! 
my  experience  with  the  Juvenile  court  I 
have  never  encountered  a  boy  or  girl 
in  the  court  who  had  been  an  attendant 
at  Sunday  School,  church,  or  had  come 
from  a  Christian  homo”.  He  continued 
that  unless  cihldren  were  taught  pro¬ 
per  discipline  and  respect  for  law  they 
were  greatly  handicapped  in  assuming 
their  duties  as  citizens. 

“Legislation  is  also  necessary,  de¬ 
clared  the  speaker.  “Wo  must  have  laws 
that  will  prohibit  tho  sale  of  firearms, 
that  will  speed  up  trials,  that  will  re¬ 
duce  the  very  frequent; ‘insanity ’  jileas 
for  criminals  and  that  will  restrict  more 
carefully  the  immigration  of  undesirable 
foreigners  into  the  country.  This  c'an 
bost  be  done  by  the  awakening  of  a 
public  sentiment  and  by  the  sending  of 
right  men  to  congrcs.” 

Devotions  at  tho  meeting  were  lead 
by  Behind '  Mcdskor  and  a  piano  solo 
was  played  by  Thomas  Lawrence. 

It  was  announced  at  the  meeting  that 
John  Moore,  regional  secretary  for  tho 
Southwest  district  and  Misss  Howard 
who  holds  the  same  office  for  tho  Y.  W.

Dr.  Green  Gives  Health  Talk  To  Boys 

In  College  High  School  And  Examines 

Training  Pupils. 

A  largo  number  of  the  students  of 
tho  training  school  received  their  phys¬ 
ical  examination  this  week.  Dr.  Green 
examined  tho  High  School  boys  Wed¬ 
nesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  and  gave 
them  a  very  interesting  health  talk. 
The  children  of  tho  grade,  school  were 
taken  care  of  at  1:20  Wednesday,  Thurs¬ 
day  and  Friday.  Examinations  for  the 
High  School  girls  will  bo  held  starting 
Monday  and  will  continue  until  every 
student  in  the  training  school  has  been 
examined. 

Cards  used  in  this  work  are  put  out 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Mis¬ 
souri  and  nre  so  carfully  arranged  that 
a  thorough  examination  is  given.  Any 
disease  that  the  child  or  his  family  has 
had  or  any  defect  that  tho  child  has 
at  present  time  is  recorded  on  the  card. 
The  child  is  examined  four  times  during 
tho  yenr  and  his  health  and  scholastic 
rating  are  recorded  each  time.  Any 
defect  noted. will  bo  given  immediate 
attention  and  every  effort  will  be  used 
to  improve  this  defect. 

Tho  health  office  consists  of  a  dress- 
ing  room,  examination  room  and  offlcs 
which  have  been  furnished  with  the 
modern  equipment  necessary  making  it 
air  excellent  place  for  health  work. 

College  High  Now 
Has  Industrial  Arts 

New  Quarters  Taken  Over  And  High 

School  Juniors  and  Seniors  Work  Reg¬ 
ularly  At  Bench. 

During  Miss  Fisher’s  absence,  room 
101  is  being  used  by  the  Industrial 
Arts  Department  as  a  classroom  for 
junior  and  senior  high  school  .classes. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  tho  high 
school  classes  have  been  held  in  a  sep¬ 
arate  room  and  away  from  the  regular 
college  classes.  This  is  extremely  ben¬ 
eficial  to  the  high  school  students  and 
also  to  tiie  College  students  that  arc 
doing  practice  teaching  in  tho  indus¬ 
trial  arts  department.  The  practice 
teacher  is  thrown  more  on  his  own  re¬ 
sources  and  is  given  a  chance  to  show 
whether  or  not  ho  can  renlly  accom¬ 
plish  something  with  tho  class.  Also, 
it  will  enable  industrial  arts  majors  to 
take  five  hours  practice  teaching  in 
tlie  industrial  arts  department,  two 
and  onc-half  hours  practice  teaching 
in  the  senior,  class  and  two  and  ono- 
lialf  hours  teaching  in  tho  junior  class. 
This  plnn  will  bo  carried  out  as  long 
as  tho  room  is  available.  Charles  Carr 
is  now  teaching  tho  junior  class  and 
Emmett  Sims  is  teaching  tho  senior 
class.  Tlie  enrollment  of  tho  two 
classes  is  21. 

Three  Btudcnts  of  this  department 
aro  partially  or  fully  paying  their  way 
through  school  by  making  equipment 
for  the  school.  Tho  following  projocts 
hnve  been  made.

Problems  Exist 
Says  Mr.  Wells 

Librarian,  Who  Was  In  Diplomatic 

Service  In  South  America,  Talks  To 
Bocial' Science  Club. 

Tfierc  arc  two  big  factors  which  are  i 
keeping  tho  Pan-American  people  nnd 
tho  United  States  from  a  closer  union 
Mr.  Wells  told  the  members  of  the  Soc¬ 
ial  Science  elub  and  the  Pi  Gamma  Mu 
at  tlioir  joint  meeting  Thursday  night. 
The  first  reason  is  that  the  Pan-Amer- 
iean  people  are  used  to  u  monnrehinl 
rule  while  the  pcoplo  of  the  United 
States  arc  used  to  the  rule  of  the  masses. 
The  second  is  that  about  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  Pan-American  jicoplc  own 
all  of  the  land  and  run  tho  government 
and  the  balance  of  the  people  work  as 
peons  for  the  landed  class. 

|  Mr.  Wells  sjioke  from  personal  ex¬ 
perience  as  lie  was  connected  with  dip¬ 
lomatic  service  for  some  years  in  So. 
America.  Many  men  who  arc  now 
handling  the  affairs  of  tlie  Pnn-Amer-  i 
lean  countries  are  personal  friends  of 
his. 

lu  tracing  tlie  history  of  the  Pan- 
American  question  which  is  holding  the 
interest  of  the  American  people  due  to 
the  Pan-American  Congress  which  is 
being  licltl  in  Havana,  Cuba,  at  this 
time,  Mr.  Wells  said  that  the  question 
began  about  1823  with  the  adoption  of 
the  Monroe  Doc'trinc.  Tlie  Latin-Amer- 
ica n  people  realize  that  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  was  for  tlioir  own  protection 
primarily  but  was  extended  to  other 
countries  to  cut  off  possible  foreign 
intervention. 

“An  American  alliance  was  preven¬ 
ted  when  wc  entered  tlie  Spanisli  War 
and  acquired  additional  territory  around 
tlie  Carribenn  Sea  district.”  said  Mr. 
Wells,  ‘  ‘  The  Pan-American  countries 
thought  that  the  United  States  was  too 
powerful  to  enter  into  nil  alliance  with 
countries  .which  were  much  smaller. 
However  during  tho  Wilson  adminis¬ 
tration  tliis  idea  was  changed  by  tlie 
■speech  of  Air.  Wilson’s  in  which  lie 
stated  that  the  United  States  would  not 
seek  one  foot  of  additional  territory. 
This  lias  changed  the  attitude  of  tlie* 
Pan-American  countries.  ’  ’ 

Air.  Wells  told  of  the  way  in  which 
the  South  American  people  lived.  He 
said  that  tlie  wealthy  class  >vere  better 
educated  and  more  cultured  than  the 
people  of  tho  United  States.

State  Requirements  Are. 

Students  who  plan  to  bocoino  super¬ 
intendents  or  principals  must  bo  suro 
tlioy  uro  gotting  enough  courses  to  sat¬ 
isfy  -the  state  requirements  for  admin¬ 
istration  aud  sujiorviBion,  Mr,  Phillips 
of  tiio  Education  department,  ndvisod 
this  wook,  Ho  pointod  out  tho  require¬ 
ments  of  fecit  vo  last  September  aud 
warned  that  they  must  bo  mot  in  order 
for  students  to  qualify  for  administra¬ 
tors. 

The  qualifications  of  superintendents 
and  principals  in  Missouri  us  contained 
in  State  Superintendent  Lee’s  regula¬ 
tions  for  high  schools  ure  as  follows; 

“Superintendents  and  principals  of 
approved  school  systems  shall  have 
completed  120  semester  hours  of  college 
credit  above  the  four-year  high  school 
course  with  24  hours  of  Education,  nins 
of  whieh  shall  b#  in  Administration  and 
Supervision;  .

They  begin  in  fun  but 
they  soon  grow  suspicious,  nnd  end  by 
killing  each  other.  Pierrot  and  Colum¬ 
bine  then  re-enter  and  go  on  about 
their  fun  as  though  nothing  had  hap¬ 
pened,  after  first  pulling  down  tho 


table-cloth  to  cover  tho  dead  bodies  of 
tho  shepherds. 

Just  so,  our  picasuro  may  bo  inter¬ 
rupted  for  a  while  by  wars  or  other 
tragedies,  but  wo  soon  forget  and  go 
merrily  on  our  wny.  As  Tragedy  says 
in  tho  play:  “Pull  down  tho  table¬ 
cloth  on  the  other  shlo  and  lildo  them 
from  the  house,  and  play  tho  farce. 
Tlie  nudienco  will  forgot.” 

Tho  quarrel  between  tho  shepherds  is 
typical  of  private  quarrels  ns  well  as 
international  wars.  Our  relations  at 
first  may  bn  friendly,  but,  beeauso  of 
greed,  wc  soon  becomo  suspicious  And 
in  our  attempt  to  gain  advantage  over 
the  other  person,  affairs  cn.l  in  a  trag¬ 
edy.  We  do  not  know  how  it  ail  start¬ 
ed  or  what  it  is  nil  about,  but  life  trag¬ 
edy  is  real,
